AN ACT to provide for the purchase of paper required for pub-
lic printing and blank bonks, amendatory of section 1 of 
chapter 230 of the laws of 1874.

Duty of print- commissioners of public printing, during the first week 
ing emmuli* in February and the first week in August in each year, stoners in pur- 
chasing paper. or at such Other times as they may deem necessary, not 

exceeding twice a year, to advertise for sealed propos-
als in two newspapers published in the city of Madi-
son, two newspapers published in the city of Milwau-
kee, and two newspapers published the city of Chicago, 
once in each week for four weeks, for furnishing the 
state with such paper as said commissioners may deem 
necessary for use in printing and blank books as may 
be required by the state. 

SECTION 2. This act shall be in force from and after 
its passage and publication.
